“450 tanks fron: 
USS. since war’

WASHINGTON. — Since the Yom 
Kippur War, the U.S. has shipped 
to Israel 450 tanks and a further 
250, mostly modern M-60 and some 
older but remodelled M-48A3 tanks, 
are to he shipped by next summer, 
the ‘Washington Post” reported yes- 
terday. 

This, in turn, is causing some un- 
ease In the U.S. Army which says 
it has 8,850 tanks in its arsenal, 
but is still short of its 10,000 au- 
thorized level and is having trouble 
building tanks fast enough, the 
“Post's” Pentagon correspondent 
Michael Getler said. 

He added that the U.S. has re- 
placed the 34 F-4 Phantom fighter- 
bombers Israel lost in the war, and, 
beginning last February, started 
delivering two Phantoms every other 
month. The last of these planes 
under contract are scheduled for 
delivery next summer, but they 
might be speeded up, the correspon- 
dent said. 

When deliveries are completed, 
Getler continued, Israel will have 
118 Phantoms and roughly 200 smal- 
ler A-4 attack jets, more than be- 
fore the war.

Rioting in 
Hatikva qtr.

TEL AVIV. — Black Panther leader 
Shalom Cohen was arrested last night 
at the head of a Hatikva-quarter 
mob which wrecked two buses and 
several] cars in an unsuccessful anti- 
inflation march on Te] Aviv. 

Police, who last night were guard- 
ing smashed store fronts in the 
quarter, said Cohen had ignored 
repeated appeals to stop from Tel 
Aviv police chief David Ofer. They 
added that they would use a strong 
hand to preserve order. 

τὰ the morning loudspeaker 
trucks passed through the Hatikva 
quarter calling on the residents to 
demonstrate against the Govern- 


] ment’s new economic programme. By 


early evening several hundred youths 
had gathered in the quarter's Etzel 
Square -— site of Saturday's riot 
over 2 cancelled football game — and 
begun stoning police and helmeted 
border police. Attempts by Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat to cool tempers were 
fruitless. 

At six o'clock the crowd divided 
into two groups, one of which looted 
im the quarter until they were dis- 
persed, The other set off for down- 
town Tel Aviv via Levanda and Le- 
vinsky streets, smashing windows as 
they went. Elements of the mob 
were stopped just short of Rehov 
Allenby, in Rehov Aliya. 

In this first riot, police arrested 
eight children aged seven to 15's, 
and six adults. 

At eight p.m. police say, when the 
violence had been reduced to scat- 
tered rock-throwing, Cohen and sev- 
eral followers appeared in the 
quarter and collected a crowd of 
250-800. They set off on the same 
Levanda-Levinsky route for down- 
town Tel Aviv, demolishing two 
buses and several] private cars they 
encountered, 

Police said they moved in after 
Cohen several times ignored Nitzav 
Ofer’s orders to stop; they arrested 
four of his followers with him. 

A much more peaceful, although 
angry, protest against the austerity 
measures was staged yesterday at 
Histadrut headquarters in Tel Aviv 
by about 500 workers from the Am- 
cor, Ampa and Ha’argaz firms.

THE SERIES of pnce hikes an- 
nounced early yesterday morning. 
through devaluation and a slashing 
of subsidies, imposes a heavy bur~ 
den on the public. "But the allfer- 
native would be unemployment for 
100,000 workers six months from 
now," Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz told the press in his 
Jerusalem office yesterday. 

Half-an-hour after midnight on 
Saturday, the Cabinet approved Is- 
rael's biggest slash in lving stand- 
ards to date. This followed a six- 
hour discussion of Mr. Rabinowitz’ 
proposals, which itself supplemented 
a first round of deliberations last 
Thursday morning. prior to Dr. Kis- 
singer's arrival. 

The emergency programme (as 
reported in our late edition yes- 
terday) involves a devaluation of 
the Israel pound to TL& per dol- 
jar: the addition of a 15 per cent 
import levy (giving an effective 
exchange-rate before customs of 
1L6.90): & tax refund to export- 
ers of IL1.30 igiving them an ef- 
fective exchange-rate of IL7.30 
to the dollar, as against 11.3.04 
formerly); and extensive reduc- 
tion of subsidies on consumer 
goods and services: a 10-20 per 
cent increase in indirect taxes 
on various commodities; also an 
outright ban for six months on 


the import of cars, household 
durables and various juxury 
gaads. . 


The austerity programme that — 


emerged has been made imperative, 
according to Mr. Rabinowitz, by a 
precipitous fall that overtook the 
country's foreign exchange re- 
serves. The trade gap widened 
from 8510. in 1972 to 852,50. in 1973, 
and $3.5h. this year. 

The biggest cause is defence. 
Arms imports came to $700m. in 
1972. This year they total $2,350m. 
“Uf the U.S. agrees to finance all 
our requested $1,350m. of aid, we 
shall still have to pay for $1,000m. 
of military hardware (including 
imports for the local weapons in- 
dustry) out of our own pockets." 

The cost of food and other pri- 
Mary products has risen by’ §650m. 
over the last two years, and pet- 
roleum by $600m, Attempts to keep 
the price of the 14 selected basic 
commodities and services stable 
therefore became very ¢xpensive. 
“Last February, the subsidies cost 
‘he budget IL1,250m. Today. with the 
dollar priced at IL6, they would be 
costing 1L5,000m. The price in- 
crease for sugar, bread, milk, eggs 
and other items leaves us with a 
still remaining outlay on subsidies 
of IL2,500m.,” the Minister claimed. 

The emergency -measures are in 
three parts. First came the budget 
euts and higher taxes in duly. 
Second, the present devaluation. 
The third stage of Mr. Rabinowitz’ 
rehabilitation programme is a com- 
prehensive reform of the country's 
wage, income and tax system, to 
be prepared by a special commit- 
tee representing the Government, 
the Histadrut and the employers. 

Success requires acceptance by 
all sectors of the belt-tightening 
economies facing them. Chlefly af- 
fected is the Histadrut: everything 
depends on its reaction to these 
sudden hammer blows, On the wage 
front, the Government has re- 
quested a freeze, by extending col- 
lective agreements unchanged for 
another year. 

The cost-of-living allowance in 
January will come to about 30 per 
cent of basic wages (up to a maxi- 
mum of 11.300 a month), assuming 
that the latest price hike ds ignored 
— which it must be, Mr. Rabino- 
witz insists. The 30 per cent will 
be paid in full, which should give 
some ease to wage-earners. ‘The 
emergency programme is putting 
the price index up by another 17 
per cent. But no compensation can 
be given for that, either in the 
January or July allowances, he 
stressed, 

Present policies will not generate 
unemployment, Rabinowitz  pro- 
mises. They will only get rid of 
over-employment and the labour 
shortage. which have been plaguing 
industry. The programme is design- 
ed to trim the economy down, so 
that it can later resume Its tradi- 
tional dynamic growth. But if the 
suggested economies aré nol ap- 
plied, the dollar reserves will run 
out, and more painful policies by 
far will have to be adopted, he 
cautioned.

Scientists score 
anti-Israel move 
in Unesco 


Jerusalem Fost Staff 

The President of the Israel Aca- 
demy of Sciences in Jerusaiem, 
Professor Arye Dvoretzky, yester- 
day sent a strongly worded protest 
to Unesco director-general René 
Maheu over the U.N. body’s Arab- 
inspired decision to cut off its funds 
to Israel. 

Saying that the Academy register- 
ed the ‘“strongest protest against 
the politicization of Unesco," Prof. 
Dvoretzky noted that the Arab 
charges against Israel (concerning 
archaeological digs in Jerusalem) 
are known to be groundless by all 
connected with education and cul- 
ture, and have been termed so by 
experts sent to report by Mr. 
Maheu. 

“The Israel Academy calls upon 
Unesco members actively to oppose 
final adoption of resolutions against 
Israel prompted only by malice," 
Prof. Dvoretzky said. He warned 
that if adopted. these resolutions 
“will mark the decline and eventual 
fall of Unesco."

Central, northern 
areas may get rain

BEIT DAGON. — Rain Is forecast 
for the central and northern parts 
of the country tonight. There also 
will be a slight drop in the daytime 
temperatures {low 20s ip the coastal 
region). 

The forecaster explained thet the 
possible rain ig due to a depression, 
still hovering over Rhodes last even- 
ing and reported to be slowly headed 
towards the country. It is expected 
to reach the israeli coastline during 
the late afternoon or evening hours, 


American purchasers of Israel 
Bonds and contributors to the United 
Jewish Appeal and the Israel Emer- 
gency Fund are also expected to 
increase their support, these officials 
believe, 

Devaluation of the Israeli pound 
will also lead to an increase in U.S. 
private Investments in Israel, the 
officials speculated, asserting that 
Many investors had been postponing 
their projects because the former 
exchange rate was believed unreal- 
istic. 

All together, the Israeli officials 
here were convinced that these eco- 
nomic measures were unavoidable, If 
anything, one official noted, the ex- 
change rate should have been raised 
to seven Israeli pounds per dollar 
rather than six. He insisted that Is- 


rael's economic situation today was 
as bad as it was in 1951. 

Israeli officials are currently pre- 
senting to their American counter- 
parts Israel's economic aid requests 
for the next fiscal year. Although 
Congress has still not acted on the 
current fiscal year's foreign aid bill, 
it is expected that the lame-duck 
session of Congress, which convenes 
next week, will eventually approve 
the package. Israel’s supporters on 
Capitol Hill have earmarked $250m. 
in economic grant aid to Israel in 
that appropriation. 

There have been various estimates 
of how much the Israeli Government 
jis requesting in economic aid in next 
year’s package, ranging from the 
present $250m. up to $500m. In that 
same programme, Israel has already 
requested §1,500m. in military aid. 

American officials are well aware 
of Israel's economic situation. Last 
July, when the Israeli Government 
adopted a severe programme aimed 
at reducing inflation, several senior 
American officials expressed their 
belief that Israel had very great 
need for aid. 

“Those steps (in July) were 
nothing compared to what the gov- 
ernment has done now,” one official 
told The Jerusalem Post. He added 
that Israel's credibility has been 


strengthened by these latest mea- 
sures. 

Moreover, Israel and the U.S. are 
currently negotiating a multi-faceted 
economic agreement:to encourage 
U.S. investments in Israel, promote 
Israeli imports in the U.S., help Is- 
rael with its raw material needs, 
and begin a mutual exchange pro- 
gramme of technological know-how. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz and Commerce and Industry 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev are due to 
come to Washington around Decem- 
ber 3 to sign the new accords with 
their American counterparts, Trea- 
sury Secretary William Simon and 
Commerce Secretary Frederick Dent. 

Israeli officials here expect the 
devaluation to lead to a net gain of 
between $60m. to $90m. in Israel's 
trade balance with the U.S. Israel 
currently exports about $280m. 
worth of goods to the U.S. (mostly 
polished diamonds), while it imports 
about §580m. worth of American 
products, excluding military items. 

Former Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir declined to comment on the 
government's new economic pro- 
gramme or the devaluation. Sapir, 
now in Atlanta on a speaking tour 
of the U.S., said that since he is 
no longer in the government it would 
be improper of him to comment,

PRIME MIOINISTER Yitzhak Rabin 
told the maton last night that bad 
the new economic plan not been 
adopted now, “we would have been 
faced with the need for much more 
painful solutions In a matter of 
months.” 

In a 12-minute appearance on 
the Mabat television news pro- 
gramme, Mr. Rabin said the Yom 
Kippur War had turned into an 
“unfinished war.” with arms being 
poured into the Arab states. To 
maintain its strength, Israel has to 
allocate a third of its gross na- 
tional product for security com- 
pared with 17 per cent prior to the 


war, 

The world economy, he said, had 
also changed since the Yom Kip- 
pur War, with fuel prices having 
risen fourfold and basic commodi- 
ties also rising in price sharply. 

To face the challenge of higher 
costs, the Government, a month 
after its formation, inaugurated its 
first economic plan. “We did not 
elaim it would solve the problem. 
Tts function was to moderate in- 
flation, and indeed inflation has been 
‘limited during the past four months, 
with prices rising by one per cent 
8. month. 

“The second stage is-a painful 
one. Its purpose is to prevent the 
impoverishment of our foreign cur- 
rency reserves.... if we had not 
hatted that impoverishment today, 
we would have faced a much more 
difficult situation in a matter of 
months,” the Prime Minister said.

MAYORS CHASE RABINOWITZ 
Debt-ridden cities now 


more desperate than ever

TEL AVIV. — Mayor Shlomo La- 
hat has asked for an urgent meet- 
ing with the man he defeated in 
the race for the Tel Aviv mayoralty 
— now Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz — to ask him for 
money. 

Mayor Lahat will try to impress 
upon Tel Aviv’s former mayor that 
the city may be financially paraly- 
sed if more ia not forthcoming. He 
notes that he has received only 
about half the I[L40m. the Govern- 
ment was to have allocated Tel 
Aviv. This leaves the city no option 
but to seek private loans, which 
with the tight credit situation are 
hard to obtain. 

Also seeking a meeting with Mr. 
Rabinowitz is the head of the Union 
of Local Authorities, Holon Mayor 
Pinhas Eylon. After trymg unsuc- 
cessfully to fix a meeting for some 
time, he yesterday sent an urgent 
telegramme demanding that the Mi- 
nister meet with him on “the dire 
economic plight of the cities.” 

Unless something is done about 
the problem, he warned “there will 
be many more Hilats.” (Eilat is 
going through a severe economic 


crisis following the revelation of a 
series of controversial transactions 
with financier Avner Tomer.) 

Mr. Eylon sald the devaluation 
will hit the cities hard, further in- 
creasing their massive cumulative 
deficit of IL450m. — possibly by as 
much as another 1L300m. 

The cities will not only be hit 
by the higher cost of the equip- 
ment they import from abroad, he 
said, but also by all the other mea- 
sures, since like anyone else 
they too use petrol, for example. 
Little of the. IL150m. promised the 
cittes had actually been received, 
Mr. Bylon added. ;

His older son Yasha, who was al- 
lowed to go to Israel in 1968, at- 
tracted world attention in 1970 by 
hunger-striking in front of the UN 
building in New York for his fami- 
ly's right to leave. 

Now Yosef Kazakov, who left 
Israel six weeks ago, is staying 
with relatives in Brussels while he 
looks for work. With him is his 
younger son, ἃ medical student, who 
while disapproving the move has 
gone along for a short time to look 
after his father's diabetes. 

Friends of the family told The 
v.rusalem Post that the departure 
bas torn the family apart. Mrs. 
Kazakov and her dauzhter Vera, 
16, refused to jain Yosef, and Yasha 


. Kazakov is also against his father's 


move. 

Kazakov has been out of work 
for two of hig three and a half 
years here. When no work could 
be found in his field, he was taken 
on as a foreman in Haifa port, but 
was later fred. Some time later he 
was given a job, but nothing much 
to do, at the Zim offices, and was 
again fired. 

He also had trouble with the ab- 
sorption authorities, who took him 
to court when he refused to house 
his mother in the Haifa apartment 
they had assigned him.

Sakharov: Not just Jews. 


need freer 


MOSCOW (AP).—Dissident physicist 
Andrei Sakharov urged U.S. Senator 
James Buckley yesterday to press 
for freer emigration for all Soviet 
people, not just Jews, in any U-.S.- 
Soviet trade agreement. 

Sakharov, Russia's most prominent 
civil rights activist, told the Conser- 
vative-Republican from New York 
that Ukrainians, Armenians, Ger- 
mans and other ethnic groups ‘should 
be included in any emigration plan 
promised in exchange for U-S. ‘trade 
concessions to Moscow. (The Jackson 
Amendment to the U.S. trade bill 
which gives the Soviet Union ‘most 
favoured nation" trading status does 
not specifically mention free emigra- 
tion for Jews but is generally under- 
stood to be passed in reference to 
Jews.) 

Meeting in Sakharov’s Moscow 
apartment, Buckley told the dissident 
leader that he would convey his re- 
quest to the U.S. Congress. 

The Senator has been active in a 
congressional drive to withhold gov- 
ernment-proposed trade concessions 
to the Soviet Union until the Krem- 
lin liberalizes its emigration policies. 

Buckley conceded to Sakharov that 
he did not know the substance of 
the compromise plan announced by 
Senator Jackson. 

“That makes us feel extremely 
fnsecure," Sekharov said.

Buckley asked the dissident what 
would be the most effective emigra- 
tion and the best way to assure 
Jt ig carried out. 


Sakharov replied that any emigra- 
tion plan must hold safeguards 
1 official repression and harass- 
ment of those wanting to emigrate, 
such as loss of jobs and arrests 
on trumped-up charges.

Buckley arrived here on Saturday 
afternoon and immediately drove to 
a Moscow synagogue to meet with 
Jews and discuss their emigration 
problems. 

Asked whether he hoped to meet 

Soviet officials in light of his cuiticed 
stance on detente, Buckley said: 
I were a Russian official, I would 
want to meet someone like me.

Inflation, corruption and shortages 
plague Cairo’s six million

A more sophisticated approach ad- 
yocetes output incentives, in order 
to make the wage-earner directly 
interested in the results. Some 
quarters, including the Ministry of 
Labour, have been putting great 
store by detailed plans worked out 
to reduce waste and improve effi- 
ciency in individual enterprises. 
However, neither of these ap- 
proaches encompasses the whole 
range of the factors involved. 


Important though work is, it is 
only productive when properly 2p- 
plied, and combined with other 
economic resources. Productivity 
therefore depends crucially on good 
Tmanagement. And the role of ma- 
nagers is likely to gain in impor- 
tance as the producing units be- 
come larger, and the technologies 
employed more sophisticated. It is 
therefore small wonder that in 
countries lacking industrial tra- 
dition, like Israel, finding good ma- 
nagers is a difficult problem.

Obviously, the fault 
lies with the manegers, who lack 
the training, the skiH or the drive 
necessary for their responsible jobs. 
‘This has been confirmed by ano- 
other survey, which compared the 
productivity of knitting factories 
here and abroad, and found that 
while Israel is ahead as regards 
small plants, it lags behind as far 
as the large ones .are concerned, 
the lag increasing in line with the 
plant's size. These paradoxical find- 
ings should make one ponder 
whether we have not been mistaken 
‘in putting so great an emphasis on 
large industrial concerns, which 
evidently exceed our managerial 
-potential In any case, this bottle- 
neck should have led us to devote 
Special attention to the proper se- 
lection and training of scarce ma- 
nagerial talents. However, few would 
disagree that the situation in this 
respect is far from satisfactory. In 
our vast public and semi-public 
sector many managers are still ap- 
pointed for political considerations. 
Even in private companies, good 
connections with the Establishment 
are prized, because financial arrange- 
ments concerning prices, subsi- 
dies, and credit terms, are often 
More important for a firm’s pro- 
fitability than good production re- 
sults. A company may be operating 
in the red and yet show good pro- 
fits in this country, so why should 
one worry too much about it? 
Bad management is one major 


reason for Israel's poor pro- 
ductivity record. 
Another factor affecting pro- 


ductivity is the efficient use of ma- 
chinery, equipment, and other ma- 
terial resources, which also leaves 
much to be desired not only owmg 
to faulty planning, but also due to 
the economic climate prevailing in 
this country. In many cases ex- 
pensive equipment — acquired in 


order to benefit from investment 
grants and cheap loans — is only 
partly 


keen on afternoon and night shifts. 
In the metal industry — booked 
to the hilt — most of the i 
has been recently found to be utiJ- 
ized to little over one half of its 
capacity, while the most productive 
machines (operated by numerical 
control) were utilized to only one 
quarter of their potential. On ‘the 
other hand, many factories are 
using outdated and imefficient 
equipment, because they are opera- 
ting in conditions bordering on 
monopoly and are little concerned 
with saving costs. 
Another reason for waste is the 
high cost of ancillary and stand- 
by equipment, which is — of course 
— little used, and could be shared 


after the war as a neces3ary part 
of our defence effort. But sharing 
could also contribute to advancing 
productivity. The same refers to 
sharing computers, and cooperation 
in research and marketing. How- 
ever, so far much too little has ma- 
terialized in this respect. 
Cartelization 

It is true that cooperation between 
producers in the same industry 
could easily lead to cartelization with 
all its adverse effects. But this 
could perhaps be averted by more 
import ltberalizatfon. On the other 
hand, in many cases we seem to 
combine marketing cartels with 
Maintenance of separate and inef- 
ficient manufacturing units. This is 
the case also with many of our 
construction and transport enter- 


prises.

However, little progress 15 being 
made in this respect, and the work 
pattern remains predominantly 
rigid. Even plain wage premiums, 
based on output norms, are less 
widespread here than is commonly 
assumed, Out of some 300,000 in- 
dustrial workers, measured norms 
are applied to about 65,000. Another 
25,000 people are working under 
such terms in transport, ports, 
farms, and power plants, but 
searcely any in services. Subcon- 
tracting (without measured norms}! 
is applied to another 80,000 {main- 
ly in construction and ports). But. 
experts say, output premiums could 
be extended to another 150,000 
workers, and could increase their 
output by about two thirds. Wage 
incentives linked to overall ef- 
ficlency have been introduced in 
only a handfil of factories. Pro- 
fit-sharing is also not making head- 
way (except in a a few Histadrut 
affiliated companies), largely be- 
‘cause the high tax incidence reduces 
its attractiveness. 

The devastatiig effect of our tax 
system on productivity is too well- 
known to need elaboration. Since 
Most of any income increment is 
taxed away, the efficacy of wage 
incentives for work morale has 
been largely blunted. Israeli workers 
are not keen about straight wage 
hikes, preferring tax-dodging fringe 
benefits which are not linked to 
output, and are achieved mainly by 
sheer force of collective bargaining. 
Even seniority and overtime pay is 
often fixed on a flat basis. 

Moreover, the dominating position 
of our trade unions and work com- 
mittees — on which this. barganing 
is based — also results in most 
workers’ lack of interest in thelr 
‘firm’s production problems. 

Participation in ement, 
which is a popular slogan abroad, 
is almost non-existant here ‘(though 
in the few cases where it has been 
introduced excellent results have 
been achieved, with productivity ris- 
ing by up to one fifth).

On the other hand, the prevailing 
labour shortage induces many com- 
panies to keep deliberately redun- 
dant labour as a reserve for con- 
tingencies. For ali the lip service 
thet is paid to advancing labour 
mobility and improving work 
morale, both management and trade 
unions in Israel are actually ob- 
structing progress in these fields. 

Of course, we are doing a great 
deal to increase productivity.

Oil and sugar prices 
are a world-wide issue

ΝΕ YORK (l\AP).:-— Sugar and 
oi] are both stories of prices, profits 
and pocketbook pain this year. 

Prices, because worldwide short- 
ages of both energy sources have 
caused crude oll and raw sugar 
prices to rise by more than 400 per 
cent in a year, pulling retail prices 
up with them, 

Profits, because producers and 
some refiners of both commodities 
have reaped tremendous windfalls. 

And pain, because the consumer 
has had to pay the price. Try as it 
can, the public hasn't been able to 
cut demand or find alternatives fast 
enough. 

Nor js the prospect brighter for 
the consumer in 1975. Experts doubt 
the producing nations’ oil agreement 
can be broken soon, or that sugar 


demand. ., ᾿ 

Last month, the spot price for 
Yaw sugar on U.S. markets was 
around 45 cents a pound, over four 
times the price recorded a year 
ago. On the retail level, sugar has 
increased to as much as 17.5.25 per 
kilo today. 


Likewise free world crude oil 
prices have skyrocketed, from 
arcund $3.50 a barrel last fall to a 
high of $12 a barrel last summer. 
Gasoline prices, as drivers wel] know, 
have nearly doubled in some areas. 


At first many U.S. analysts at- 
tributed the sharp rise in oil prices 
to supply and demand factors, but 
with consumption down and prices 
still high,-most sre now placing 
the blame on the producing nations, 
whose organization of petroleum 
exporting countries serves as a 
classic marketers’ cartel. 

In sugar, despite similar rellance 
on supplies from many developing 
nations, like Brazil and Cuba, most 
experts point rather to a classic 
Supply-demand scenarios. For four 
years, because of unfavourable 
prices and inclement weather, world 
consumption has exceeded produc- 
tion forcing companies to dip Into 
inventories and placing upward 
pressure on prices.

Curiously, though, analysts say 
the oil producers have also contri- 
buted to higher sugar prices. “The 
arabs have been buying very, very 
heavily, more than ever before,” 
says Marvin Gelles, assistant to the 
director of the Sugar Division of 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
The oi] nations have the money to 
spend, he explains, and they want 
to improve the living conditions of 
thelr own people. 

Higher prices have brought big 
profits to both sugar and crude oil 
producers. In the past 12 months, 
for example, Exxon Corp, has earn- 
ed approximately $3 billion 
after taxes, up about 50 per cent 
from the previous 12-month period. 

As in oil, sugar price increases 
have flowed to producers predomi- 
nantly. The higher prices have 
quickly covered the growers’ costs,

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Devaluation aches and pains 


THE FROUBLE about yester- 
day’s devaluation is that it had 
to be carried out despite strong 
misgivings concerning its suc- 
cess, because the rapid disap- 
pearance of our foreign currency 
reserves left no time for a more 
comprehensive economic over- 
haul. 

Had the step been taken a 
year ago, when the nation was 
newly under the impact of the 
war and people were ready to 
do much to mend their ways, 
we might now be in _ better 
shape. The reform was delayed 
because it wes believed that 
stability, full employment, and 
prosperity should be given first 
priority. 

It had been hoped that the 
new economic icy launched 
last June would cool the eco- 
Romy gradually and _ there 
pave the way for fiscal an 
other reforms in the course of 
the next year. But it was already 
too late. We must somehow con- 
trive to reduce our huge for- 
eign trade deficit, even if it in- 
volves social] stress. The result- 
ing problems must he solved 
somehow, for the only alterna- 
tive is disaster. 

This grim background must 
be kept in mind in considering 
the manner in which the deva- 
luation has beep carried out. 
The official rate of exchange — 
applied in the main to capital 
transfers and tourista — was 
raised by over 40 per cent, 
while the effective rate for im- 
ports and exports was upped. by 
jess than 20 per cent, and prices 
for basic commodities about 
doubled. Nothing is easier than 
to see discrimination and anti- 
social bias in these figures, but 
only a reversal of previous poli- 
cies could achieve a tangible ef- 
fect. In the past year our living 
standards have gone up by an 
average five per cent. If it is now 
to be reduced by that much — 
which is a precondition for sub- 
stantial saving of foreign cur- 
reney — everybody, including 


the less well-to-do, are bound to 
feel the pinch. If we want to 
stop the flight of capital and to 
attract more tourists and foreign

investors, they must be offered 
an exchange rate which they 
find favourable. We simply can- 
not afford to disregard economic 
reality any longer. © Ε

A large part of ’s dollar 
deficit has its roots in spend- 


ing spree in Israel created by 
the government's deficit spending 
which approximated a whopping 
IL2b. in the past quarter. This 
supplemented by 
cheap credits, enabled to 
disregard rational business pro- 
cedures and families to engi 
in a buying spree. If an end is 
to be put to that, the deficit 
fap must be closed even if it 
means that inefficient companies 
coliapse, and employers — 
themselves unable to pay higher 
wages. Unfortunately, for all the 
lip service that has been paid 
to proper budgeting, progress 
in field seems modest. 
‘The devaluation can save us 
from bankruptcy at the eleventh 
hour, but it is likely to aggra- 
vate social disparities and the 
resultant tensions. It may even 
affect our economic performance 
adversely for a time. It is 
certain to be accompanied by 
yet more bureaucratic interven- 
tion. Capital gains made by con- 
verters of foreign currency will 
make people envious. Shifting 
workers to export industries is 
likely to prove hard, even when 
production for the local market 
slackens. It is probably too much 
to hope that both the govern- 
ment and the trade unions wi 
live up to the challenge we are 
facing, and that the public will 
adjust itself courageously to the 
emergency in which we find our- 
selves.

A Ministerial Committee will 
be set up to propose ways of Sav- 
ing on fuel and electric power, 
and 8. public committee will inves- 
tigate how to apply the programme 
in Government corporations. 

The policy on reimbursement of 
car (companies usualy 
follow the Government's rates for 
its employees) calls for increasing 
these by only 75 per cent of the 
increased cost, and recognizing only 
this amount for income tax pur- 
poses. This means that if an em- 
ployer pays the full increase to 
his workers, only 75 per cent would 
be deductible as a legitimate ex- 
pense. An employee will have to 
pay income tax on the amount re- 
imbursed to him above 75 per cent 
of the increased costs, as though 
it were income. 

The Government says it will see 
to an even distribution of the load 
— that Is, families with low incomes, 
welfare recipients, and those with 
many children, will be compensated. 
‘The methods, and the amounts, will 
be determined together with the His- 
tadrat and the National Insurance 
Institute, subject to approval by 
the appropriate Knesset Commit- 
tees. 


Meanwhile the Government will 
pay advances of IL100 and up to 
welfare recipients, old-age pensions 
will be increased by [150 per 
couple, and families with three 
or more children will re- 
ceive an added t of IL50. 

On the other hand, a surcharge 
will be imposed on inventory, to 
prevent profiteering from the de- 
valuation.

NOW THAT the country has taken 
a first serious step towards tighten- 
ing its economic belt, Mapam de- 
serves congratulations for having 
tad the courage to be the first Israeli 
political party to go on record as 
favouring practical steps towards 
tightening our political belt.
